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I .  Introduction 


This  analysis  studies  the  relationships  between  the 
civilian  work  force  and  the  unemployed  in  Yellowstone, 
Gallatin,  Silver  Bow,   Cascade,  Lewis   and  Clark  and 
Missoula  counties.     These  six  counties  were  chosen 
because  they  include  members  of  the  labor  force  in 
nearly  all  occupational  categories  and,  while  covering 
only  9.9%  of  the  total  land  area  of  the  state,  account 
for  over  48%  of  the  total  state  population.  Women 
account  for  35.75%  of  all  unemployed  persons  in  these 
counties . 


I I .     Analysis  of  Data 

Table   1  is  a  monthly  breakdown  of  the  civilian  work 
force,   the  total  number  of  employed  persons,  the  total 
number  of  unemployed,   and  the  unemployment  rate  ex- 
pressed as   a  percentage  of  the  civilian  work  force. 

Table  2  shows  the  monthly  breakdown  of  the  unemployed 
by  sex.     Accompanying  these  data  is  Chart  I  which  gives 
the  annual  average  unemployment  of  male  versus  female 
members  of  the  labor  force,     A  further  comparison  of 
female  unemployment  is   given  on  Chart  II  by  county. 
This   graph  shows  a  definite  inverse  relationship  between 
the  unemployment  rate,   and  the  percentage  of  unemployed 
females  of  the  total  unemployed  in  the  last  six  months 
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of  1970.     This  is   caused  by  several  factors,  the  first 
being  that  many  women  quit  their  jobs  in  the  spring  in 
order  to  remain  home  with  then   f  ami  lies  during  the 
summer  months ,     'This   group  generally   re-enters  the 
labor  force  during  the  months  of  August  and  September, 
and  by  November  and  December  many  have  been  employed 
in  retail  outlets   for   the  appioacbmg  holiday  seasons. 
While  the  above  is  occurring,  the  male  labor  force  is 
increasing  because  May  marks   the  beginning  of  most  out- 
door activity  which  employs  predominantly  males.     As  a 
result,   the  number  of  unemployed  males  decreases,  which 
in  turn  increases  the  percentage  of  unemployed  females. 
In  the  late  fall  and  early  winter  months  many  males  are 
laid  off  which  increases  the  rate  of  unemployment  and 
decreases  the  percentage  rate  of  unemployed  females. 

There  is  one  other  phenomenon  on  Chart  II   that  deserves 
consideration  in  planning.     Gallatin  county  shows  a 
substantial  decrease  in  female  unemployment  in  the 
month  of  June  and  then  a  very  substantial  increase  in 
female  unemployment  in  July,     This   is  probably  due  to 
the  fact  that  many  of  the  unemployed  females  are  college 
students,  wives  of  college  students  or  wives  of  college 
professors,   and  upon  completion  of  spring  quarter  at  the 
University  located  in  Bozeman,  the   vast  majority  of 
these  women  leave  the  area  on  their  own  or  with  their 
husbands.     This,  of  course,  decreases  the  female  labor 
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force.     The  first  part  of  July,  however,  brings  a  number 
of  married  students  back  into  the  Bozeman  area  for  the 
summer  session  at  school.     A  factor  that  compounds  this 
problem  is  that  there  is  a  very  limited  number  of  oppor- 
tunities for  women  in  this  area. 

The  above  phenomenon  does  not  occur  at  Montana's  other 
large  university  town  of  Missoula,  because  of  the  more 
numerous     opportunities  available  for  women- 
Table  3  is  a  breakdown  by  months  cf  the  unemployed  by 
occupation  for  each  of  the  studied  counties  The 
occupational  classification  is   that  as  defined  by  the 
U.S.  Dept.   of  Labor,   Dictionary  of  Occupational  Titles, 
Vol .    I ,   Thi-d  Edition. 

III.     Methodology  and  Sources  of  Data 

The  methodology  used  to  compile  these  data  is  that 
method  recommended  by  the  U.S.   Dept.   of  Labor  and  the 
E.S.  Manual  Part   III,  Section  9050.     The  sources  of 
information  axe  the  E.S.C.   Claims  Section,  Research 
and  Analysis  Section  reports  and  the  Employment  Service 
Automated  Reporting  System.
